AGREEMENT 


On Plan For Repression of Contraband 


Entering Morocco. 
j 


AJgeciras, Jan. IS.—Th« delegates to 


the Moroccan conference Ut-!d a pri- 
vate session, which resulted practical- 
ly in aa agreement on the mam lines 
of a plan for the repression of contra- 
band entering Morocco. It was feared 
that this question of contraband might 
lead to rraneo-Gennan tension as to 
who would carry out the repressive 
measures proposed, but this situation 
happily appears to have.been averted. 
The delegates were in accord upon the 
need of all the powers passing laws 
penalizing the introduction of contra- 
band. They also landed toward a plan 
under which Morocco would adopt 
rigid repressive measures in co-opar- 
ation with the powers. This followed 
a proposition 
submitted by Spain 


which was designed to reconcile the 
differences between France and Ger- 
many. A committee of five -was ap- 
pointed to study and report on a final 
project at the session to be held Sat- 
urday.

Smoke Which Followed the Explo- 
sion—Relative! of Victims Gather 
at the Mouth of the Mine—Names of 
the Entombed Men. 


Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 19.—A score 


of miners were entombed following an 
explosion of dust in the mines ot the 
Paint Creek Colieries company. 25 
miles east o! this city. It is be- 
lieved that the men are dead. It 
Is known that at least 18 m6a ^ 
were in the mine, and it is believed * 
hy some that there were more men ia 
the mine at the time of the explosion? 
Those known to have been in the mine 
when the explosion took place are: 
Isaac Pancake, Charles, Ben and Ike 
Snyder, brothers; A. N. Sovine, James, 
Pat and Steve SlcCardle, brothers; G. 
P. Neal. Peter Bridgeittan, Edward 
Bridgemau, Philip Brtdgeman, Mel via 
Bridgeman, Miskel Claud Saundera. 
Pat McLaughlin and James Mclaugh- 
lin. 


From the force of the concussion the 


greater part of the mine collapsed. 
The men were supposed to be about 
£00 feet inside of the mine when th« 
explosion occurred. The noise could 
be heard many miles distant, and 
minprs from neighboring mining vil- 
lages immediately gathered to render 
aid. Rescuing squads formed and en- 
tered the ifiain drift The fallen date 
was cleared *way and brattices built 
to make a. passage into the colliery. 
The mouth of the mine was a scena 
of wild excitement. Men, women anil 
chUdr"ri, relatives oE the men en- 
tombed in tho explosion, formed a 
heartrending scene as they searched 
for io\ed ones among the crowd. Im- 
mediately after the explosion, the 
mines fiited with smoke and made tha 
work oi the volunteer jescuers qltfi-
